The Lord speaking about the New Je- 
rusalem and the benefits of the church 
in Isaiah 66:13 emphasized a mother’s 
love and comfort thus: “As one whom 
his mother comforteth, so will I com- 
fort you; and ye shall be comforted in 
Jerusalem.” 

Sarah’s affection for her son Isaac is 
deeply expressed in Gen. 21:16. “And 
she went, and sat her down over against 
him a good way off, as it were a bow- 
shot: for she said, Let me not see the 
death of the child. And she sat over 
against him, and lift up her voice, and 
wept.” God heard the voice of the lad 
and the mother’s plea and the child was 


The Levite’s daughter who married a 
man of the house of Levi took her child 
and hid him three months, then made an 
ark of bulrushes and laid it in the flags 
by the river’s brink. Exodus 2:1-4. This 
is true devotion from a good mother. 

Hannah prayed with an earnest heart 
that her son Samuel should appear before 
the Lord and abide forever. Her prayer 
was answered and her petition granted. 
This is a fervent prayer that plays on the 
heart strings of humanity and rings the 
bells of heaven with love. Read 1 Samuel 
1:19-28. 

In Gen. 21 the story is told of Hagar, 
a poor Egyptian mother, and her son Ish- 
mael who were compelled to leave Abra- 
ham’s tent and go out into the desert. 
Hagar in some way lost the road and her 
son was stricken down, and as he lay 
there she began to look up to heaven and 
say, “I cannot bear to look at my poor 
boy suffering and dying for want of 
water.” Soon a voice said to her: “Do not 
be afraid. God has heard your cry, and 
the cry of your child. God will take care 
of you both, and make of your boy a 
great nation of people.” 

Some duties to mother must be ful- 
filled. The fifth commandment in Exo- 
dus 20:12 plainly states: “Honour thy 
father and thy MOTHER;; that thy days 
may be long upon the earth which the 


Lord thy God giveth thee.” 

An obligatory service is given in Prov. 
1:8: “My son, hear the instruction of thy 
father, and forsake not the law of thy 
mother; that thy days may be long upon 
the earth which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee.” 

Again we quote a required duty: “De- 
spise not thy mother when she is old,” 
Prov. 23:22. 

A duty for the youth is plainly ex- 
pressed in Eph. 6:1: “Children, obey your 
parents in the Lord: for this is right.” 

It is said that in a certain college where 
120 young men were preparing for the 
ministry, it was found that 100 had been 
led to Christ by their mothers. 

A good mother stands parallel to the 
cross of Jesus and righteousness. She hails 
as a guardian angel and a devout messen- 
ger of God. A PRAYING MOTHER is 
one of life’s greatest achievements. She is 
like a noble flower, the white lily which 
conveys to the human heart and soul 
purity, truth, beauty, and righteousness. 
Her invincible faith in Jesus, dauntless 
courage and sacrifice are grounded in 
love so effective that her influence is im- 
planted in human hearts with indellible 
impressions that count for God and right. 

The love and prayers of a virtuous 
mother form a connection between heav- 
en and earth which comes in contact with 
the wayward soul adrift in sin in such a 
way that her gentle touch will lead them 
home to GLORY LAND. Truly, a loving 
mother, who has her refuge in Jesus, is 
the best teacher and friend of earthly ex- 
istence. 

MOTHER’S DAY which comes each 
second Sunday in May is an annual affair 
worthy of the highest honor, therefore it 
behooves every individual in our land to 
pay his greatest tribute or respect and 
devotion to “MOTHER,” both the liv- 
ing and those who have crossed the mys- 
tic sea of death.

And 
whence is this to me, that the mother of 
my Lord should come to me?” Luke 1: 
42, 43. 

A FEW EXAMPLES 


Sarah (meaning “princess”) was well 


stricken in age; all hopes of ever being 
a mother was gone, but her name signi- 
fied she had favor with God, so when 
those three men came to Abraham and 
said, “Lo, Sarah thy wife shall have a 
son,” the very thought of becoming a 
mother was so thrilling to her that she 
laughed within herself to the extent that 
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the Lord told Abraham about it. “There- 
fore Sarah laughed within herself, saying, 
After I am waxed old shall I have pleas- 
ure, my lord being old also?” Gen. 18: 
12. Read. vv. 13, 14. She called it a 
pleasure to bear a child, or become a 
mother. Note her faith and how she rev- 
erenced her husband; instead of calling 
him some bad name she called him lord. 

Hannah (“grace” or “gracious”) was 
also a barren woman, but she continued 
in prayer and fastings until Eli told her 
to go in peace and the Lord grant her 
petition. She changed her countenance, 
knowing she would become a mother. 
When the child was born she dedicated 
him to the Lord very early. When she 
weaned him she carried him up to the 
house of the Lord in Shiloh and told the 
Lord she had prayed for him and He had 
granted her petition, now she was lending 
him to the Lord as long as he lived. 

Elizabeth (“to whom God is the 
oath”), together with her husband, was 
righteous and blameless before the Lord. 
She was barren but God heard prayer and 
let her become a mother also. She was the 
mother of John the Baptist who came 
preaching a clean doctrine. Note what a 
recommendation John had and who it 
was that gave it. Matt. 11:11. 

Mary was quiet, pure, and gentle. Now 
to the text, “And she spake out with a 
loud voice, and said, Blessed art thou 
among women, and blessed is the fruit 
of thy womb.” This was Elizabeth tell- 
ing Mary how she would be blessed and 
also how he (Jesus) would also be blessed. 
Oh, what a blessing to be the mother 
of the Savior of all mankind, and she was 
an example that it will be all right for 
the women of today to follow. She fol- 
lowed Jesus just as long and as far as 
she could, while in trouble, even to the 
cross. John 19:25. She being the mother 
of Jesus didn’t think she was above need; 
she walked in the light for the Holy 
Ghost. Luke 1:46; Acts 14. 

Mothers, have you done and are you 
doing the same? 

Eunice was commanded in Acts 16:1; 
2 Tim. 1:5. She was the wife of a heathen 
Greek, we're told, yet she taught her son 
what was right and he was not swayed 
by his father. Read of his faith. 2 Tim. 
1:5. 

Mothers, are you teaching your boys 
what is right?

Ideal Womanhood 

And the angel came in unto her, and 
said, Hail, thou that art highly favoured, 
the Lord is with thee: blessed art thou 
among women,” Luke 1:28. 

As we think about the blessedness of 
pure womanhood, their good lives and 
their great sacrifice for home, our hearts 
rejoice. A mother is the balance wheel of 
the home, especially if she is a godly 
mother. All the joy of the family circles 
around her advice and labors of love. The 
children’s very life is in their mother. I 
have noticed small children, just as they 
get large enough to walk and talk; their 
mother is so dear to them until they 
don’t want other children to kiss and 
love her. They are not old enough to 
know what it means to be jealous and 
unpleasant but they love their mother. 
Then we think of the pictures in 
many homes where the precious mother 
has crossed over the river, and how the 
family cherishes them. How often we 
have gazed upon these pictures with ad- 
miration and looked upon the hands that 
have done so much for us. There is a 
strange feeling that creeps over us when 
we think about these things. We are 
made to say that surely pure, holy wom- 
anhood was made to sway the spirit 
and tyranny of man and bring him to 
that humble place where he can be of 
service to his fellow man. 

We are many times made to feel and 
realize rhe value of true motherhood. 
Perhaps many do not have time to spend 
in gazing upon the pictures of true wom- 
anhood, especially mothers, and pray- 
ing and meditating in their hearts over 
the blessings that they have been to the 
lost world. We are made to realize that 
the type of motherhood that has blessed 
the world has made its impression upon 
great minds, especially the minds of art- 
ists who have painted so many beautiful 
pictures of mother and home. It is love 
in the pure hearts of women that has 


made homes happy and shaped the char- 
acters of bright-eyed and brilliant chil- 
dren and made them to blossom into use- 
fulness. 

There are two types of women that 
have strived for mastery since the foun- 
dation of the world. One is the outspok- 
en, masculine type that has gone forth 
to sway the world and disregard the laws 
of purity and have set aside God’s com- 
mands and placed themselves in the po- 
litical world, making themselves ridicu- 
lous by taking up habits that are a dis- 
grace to womanhood and frequenting 
places that many years ago our pious, 
holy mothers and sisters would not have 
dared to visit. All these things make us 
feel that the enemy of all righteousness 
is getting in his work and turning our 
precious women from the duties and ob- 
ligations that God placed upon pure 
womanhood. We are afraid that some of 
our good women are not satisfied with 
their birthright as a woman and are stray- 
ing from their place of refinement and 
influence that God has given them. A 
woman is the most precious of all God’s 
creation and she can either be a blessing 
or a curse to man. Men who retain their 
place of usefulness in the world do not 
appreciate a masculine, boisterous wom- 
an. I feel that they are greatly respon- 
sible for the letting-down of the morals 
and conduct of our precious women, and 
God will hold them responsible for the 
many things that are going on that are 
abhorred by those whose hearts a re 
touched by divine love. 

The type of women just spoken of 
have few attractions for homelife. A 
home is just a place for them to sleep. 
There is no reverence for God and for 
morals and for the better things of life. 
This is the cause of the divorce evil. 
Marriage is becoming less sacred and di- 
vorces more numerous, and homes un- 
happy and miserable. 

We turn now to another picture. The 
ideal mother, the home-loving woman, 
and we still believe that all honorable 
manhood has a special love for the type 
of woman that regards God’s laws, and 
I want to tell you that with all the 
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wickedness and transgression in this 
world, there is still 4 longing in the 
hearts of true manhood for the true, 
home-loving, Mary-type of women and 
we believe that men are still ready to 
call them blessed. 


Mary, the mother of Jesus, suffered 
much, and the type of woman like this 
may still have to go through hardships 
and suffering, but they will get their re- 
ward at the end of the way and will be 
well paid for all the sacrifices they make. 

“And Mary said, My soul doth magni- 
fy the Lord, and my spirit hath rejoiced 
in God my Saviour. For he hath re- 
garded the low estate of his handmaid- 
en: for, behold, from henceforth all gen- 
erations shall call me blessed. For he 
that is mighty hath done to me great 
things; and holy is his name. And his 
mercy is on them that fear him from 
generation to generation. He hath 
shewed strength with his arm; he hath 
scattered the proud in the imagination 
of their hearts. He hath put down the 
mighty from their seats, and exalted them 
of low degree. He hath filled the hungry 
with good things; and the rich he hath 
sent empty away. He hath holpen his 
servant Israel, in remembrance of his 
mercy; as he spake to our fathers, to 
Abraham, and to his seed for ever,” Luke 
1:46-55. 

After Mary was honored by the Lord 
and the Holy Ghost, she became more 
humble and said “the regardeth the low 
estate of his handmaiden.” Instead of 
feeling exalted and superior she became 
meek, like the Christ that she birthed 
into the world, who washed the disciples’ 
feet. We all need to learn a lesson of hu- 
mility and, whatever gifts and graces we 
may possess, we should be humble and 
remember the Lord did it all. 

The true mother, as she grows older, 
becomes less of earth and more of heav- 
en. What a blessed heritage comes to 
those who have godly mothers. Surely 
God would have the good mothers of the 
world to be humble and dress as becom- 
eth holiness and not sacrifice their vir- 
tues on the glittering altars of society, 
and love, honor and seek after the praise 
of the world. It is pitiful when we see 
how the devil has swayed the human 
family and turned aside so many from 
the paths of holiness and truth. I am per- 
suaded to believe that children are large- 
ly what their parents have made them, 
especially their mother. 


I hope that on this blessed day, 
Mother’s Day, that every one will think 
of his mother with love and fond remem- 
brance. If your mother is dead wear a 
white rose in honor of her pure life. If 
she is living send her some token of ap- 
preciation, wherever she may be.

The 
greatest problem today is how to get 
the gospel to the multitudes in such a 
way that they will believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and be saved. It is not a 
method of worship that we seek in reach- 
ing men so much as it is to find a way 
to move men to accept the grace of the 
Lord which is offered so freely to save 
them. 

A Church on Fire Is a Growing 

Church 

It is the business of the Church to 
grow and spread out. Someone has com- 
pared it to a banyan tree whose branches 
touch the ground on every side, and then 
take root, and this process continues un- 
til one tree becomes a forest. 

The normal condition of the Church 
is that of revival. The only way she can 
measure to her Scriptural picture and 
perform her proper functions in the 
world, is to keep on fire with the spirit 
of revival. 

When methods and machinery are so 
multiplied that her hands are so full 
with forms and programs that she must 
neglect the needy and suffering around 
her, certainly the revival spirit will not 
continue, and God is not pleased. 

The sojourn of the Church on earth 
is transcient; she is only passing through, 
and it is not her business to establish 
and plant herself permanently here, but 
having the bare necessities for the pres- 
ent, it is her work to win and take with 
her to glory as many earthly pilgrims as 
possible. Great cathedrals, expensive 


buildings, and flashy earthly display, and. 


luxurious living are not according to her 
spirit and profession, for she partakes of 
the Spirit of her Master who was meek 
and lowly and bore the cross for her, 
bidding her to follow Him. She follows 
Him, bearing His cross in the way He 
went, and she will appear with Him and 
be crowned with Him in the end. 


Signs of Spiritual Decline 

A Christian must go forward. There 
must be no standstill; the Christian who 
stands still dies. Many have fallen away 
because they have not used the means of 
grace. How many know nothing of 
spiritual development and growth in 
grace. Right where they were converted 


they stopped. And right there most of 
those who are converted die. Whose fault 
is it? The new convert and the weak 
Christian certainly need teaching and a 
ministry that will help them to go for- 
ward. An open vision of what they could 
be in the Christian way would be a reve- 
lation to many. A prominent spiritual 
teacher said recently that half or more 
of those who profess to be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost do not live it, and so 
have we believed for a long time. We be- 
lieve we are safe in saying that most of 
those who profess to have been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost do not even come 
up to a good experience of justification in 
their daily life. When you know how lit- 
tle they pray, how shallow is their con- 
secration, how little zeal they have and 
how little they put into their Christian 
life, you are not surprised. They are go- 
ing backward, not forward. They are go- 
ing downgrade, not up. The following 
points are outstanding: 

1. A Christian who does not strive to 
go forward, really puts forth energy and 
effort in serving God, will go backward. 
This is the sleepy kind. When they should 
be wide awake and going on with God, 
they are slumbering and sleeping and 
missing the blessing which God has for 
them. Of course, they will wake up some 
time, but perhaps as the foolish virgins, 
when it is too late. 

2. A Christian who can go through 
the day with little or no prayer and not 
feel it is certainly on the downgrade. Who 
expects to go without his usual food to 
nourish and keep his body strong? Prayer 
is just as essential for spiritual life as 
food for the physical. 

3. It is a sign of decline when the 
Christian has so little interest in the pub- 
lic worship that he is content to remain 
away from the regular gathering of the 
people of God. The man or woman who is 
going on with God will be found regu- 
larly at the place of worship unless hin- 
dered by some unavoidable circumstance. 

4. The active Christian is vitally con- 
cerned about the success of the Church 
in his community and in general. He 
knows that his eternal happiness is re- 
lated to the destiny of the conquering 
church. When he loses that concern, it 
is evident that something tragic has hap- 
pened to his faith and devotion to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

5. When Christians become more and 
more tolerant to sin and the spirit of the 
world; begin to make excuses for things 
that are inconsistent, and to compromise 
with the flesh and the spirit of error, it 
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is very evident which way they are trav- 
eling. “If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me.”—David 
(Psa. 66:18). 

6. When a Christian becomes critical, 
harsh, and is quick to see and mention 
the faults of others, he treads not the 
safe “highway” but a by-path that leads 
away in the direction of danger. Beware, 
Christian, let not the path which is 
strewn with bitter herbs deceive thee! 

These are some of the signboards we 
should watch.

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The Teachings of The Church of God Verified by Scriptures 


(Continued from last issue) 

The gitts of the Spirit are also Bible 
and Church of God teachings. 1 Cor. 
12:1, “Now concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you ignor- 
ant.” v. 4, ““Now there are diversities of 
gifts, but the same Spirit.” The gifts are 
those of wisdom, knowledge, faith, heal- 
ing, working of miracles, prophecy, dis- 
cerning of spirits, divers kinds of tongues 
and interpretation of tongues. 

1 Cor. 14:1 tells us to desire spiritual 
gifts, and, personally, I think there is 
much room for the Church of God to 
grow along this line. We need more peo- 
ple who can exercise wisdom and knowl- 
edge when there is a need for it. Knowl- 
edge is a clear perception of a truth or 
fact. To form an acquaintance with a 
person or thing, means to obtain knowl- 
edge of them. Wisdom is knowledge 
practically applied to the best advantage. 
Wisdom is sagacity, or the power to re- 
member what you know when you need 
it. Jesus said the Holy Ghost would 
bring all things to your remembrance 
that He had said unto you. Many minis- 
ters have a knowledge of the truth, but 
they cannot remember it when they need 
it, because they have not the gift of 
wisdom. Seek these gifts, you need them. 

Without faith it is impossible to please 
God. Yet many so-called Christians go 
through life without faith. Faith is the 
substance (essential part) of things 
hoped for, the evidence (proof) of things 
not seen. Heb. 11:1. Faith is made per- 
fect by works, and faith without works 
is dead. James 2:17, 18. If you pray for 
rain, take your parasol when you go out; 
if you pray for your pastor, then pay 
your tithes on Sunday and trust God to 
make nine-tenths go as far as ten-tenths 
would have gone without His blessings. 

The gift of healing is needed in a 
greater measure. I believe that the 
Church of God has all the gifts in a 
limited degree, but we need them in a 
greater degree. I would that more of our 
ministers could say, In the name of Jesus 
arise and walk; and I believe they could 
if they could also say, Silver and gold 
have I‘none. Prosperity is always a hin- 
drance to faith. 

There is a real need for the working of 
miracles to be manifested in the Church, 
for it always makes the people strong 
and determined to resist the devil. Signs 
should follow ALL believers. Miracles 
should accompany the preaching of the 
Word of God. I heard one preacher say, 
“IT went to a certain town and preached, 
but the people would not receive me, and 
would not even allow me to spend the 
night with them; so I shook the dust of 
my feet off as a testimony against them, 
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and left.” I asked that preacher if he 
healed any sick there? He said, “No.” I 
asked him if he cast out any devils there? 
He said, “No.” So I said, “My brother, 
I do not wonder that the people would 
not receive your preaching.” Preacher, 
you have just as much commission to 
heal the sick as you have to preach the 
gospel. 

The gift of prophecy is one that most 
every one seems to have. When I think 
of all the people who have, at some time, 
declared that they had received the gift 
of prophecy, and that they just had to 
preach, then when the battle got hard 
they withered and fell out of line, even 
going back in sin on many occasions, and 
remembering, too, that the gifts and 
calling of God are without repentance, 
and woe is me if I preach not because a 
dispensation of the gospel is given to me, 
I am made to wonder if we do not have 
many people in this class who are over- 
zealous but not very wise. 

Discerning of spirits is a gift that we 
need to obey more than we do. Many of 
our people know that such and such a 
person is not what they claim to be, that 
they are pretending, yet they will allow 
them to give out the Word of God from 
the pulpit, when on some occasions they 
ought to be in the pit without any pul. 
I remember one time several years ago a 
pastor in a certain state was unable to 
be in every service at his church, and 
when he was away a backslider, who had 
been turned out of the church for sev- 
eral different sins, would come in and the 
church would allow him to preach and 
the people would shout and praise the 
Lord; but when the real pastor, a good 
man of God, came back and preached, 
they would not even say Amen. Jesus 
said, “Ye shall know the TRUTH and 
the truth shall make you free.” 

Divers kinds of tongues is a gift that 
rightfully belongs on the mission field 
where the ministers have trouble speak- 
ing the language of the people they must 
work among. 

Interpretation of tongues is where 
God gives an interpretation of a mes- 
sage that has been given out in an un- 
known tongue. This is often done, and 
never without a blessing to the people 
present. 

Signs should follow all believers, espe- 
cially the ministers. Moses used many 
signs for different reasons. He left 
Egypt as a murderer, and he knew that 
the people would not believe that God 
had sent him to deliver them. But God 
told him to use the sign of the rod 
changing to a serpent, and also the sign 
of his hand becoming leprous and then 
being healed. God told Moses that if the 


people would not believe the voice of the 
first sign, that they would the voice of 
the second. Ex. 4:1-9. Jesus was ap- 
proved of God by signs and wonders. 
Acts 2:22. Paul said in Rom. 15:18, “I 
will not dare to speak of any of those 
things which Christ hath not wrought 
by me, TO MAKE THE GENTILES 
OBEDIENT, by word and deed, through 
mighty signs and wonders, by the power 
of the Spirit of God.” There are many 
people who want to obey the gospel, but 
they do not know who is right. GIVE 
THEM A SIGN. In 2 Cor. 12:12 Paul 
said, “Truly the signs of an apostle were 
wrought among you in all patience, in 
signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds.” 
If we waited until we saw such things in 
the lives of many modern ministers, we 
would never believe them to be Bible 
apostles. 

The Church of God firmly _ believes 
and teaches that the life of every indi- 
vidual Christian should bring forth fruit 
of holiness, which is the fruit of the 
Spirit. Rom. 6:22 tells us that being 
made free from sin, we become servants 
of God, and have our. fruit unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life. Eph. 5:9, 
“For the fruit of the Spirit is in all good- 
ness and righteousness and truth.” Phil. 
1:9-11, “And this I pray . . . that ye, 
. . « « being filled with the fruits of 
righteousness, which are by Jesus Christ, 
unto the glory and praise of God.” The 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, and temperance, Gal. 5:22, 23. 
Every Christian should bear all the above 
named fruits. You should strengthen 
your Christian character in the places 
where it is weakest. 

Divine healing is provided for all 
Christians in the atonement. Jesus taught 
and practiced divine healing. Most people 
say it is a privilege, but the Bible teaches 
it as a DUTY for those who would reach 
perfection. Here are some scriptures on 
this subject. Psa. 103:3; Isa. 53:4, 5; 
Matt. 8:17; James 5:14-16; 1 Peter 2: 
24. 

The Lord’s Supper and washing the 
saints’ feet are Bible and Church of God 
teachings. In Luke 22:17, 18 Jesus said 
when He gave the cup to His disciples, 
“Take this and divide it among your- 
selves. For I say unto you, I will not 
drink of the fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God shall come.” So today 
when we take the wine we are doing so in 
remembrance of the fact that we will 
one glad day drink it new with the Son 
of God in the millennial kingdom. Every 
dispensation has its own peculiar types 
and shadows. The Old Testament is full

of sypes and shadows that point to this 
grand dispensation in which we are now 
living. When they offered a bloody sac- 
rifice on a man-made altar, they were 
testifying that they were looking for the 
coming of the man Christ Jesus who 
would offer Himself once for all, and 
go, not into the holy of holies made with 
hands, but into the heaven itself, to make 
intercession for us on the right hand of 
God. Heb. 9:1-24. But now in this dis- 
pensation we are looking forward to the 
thousand years’ reign, and we drink the 
fruit of the vine and look hopefully into 
the future for the time when Jesus will 
drink it with us. Paul said that when we 
eat the bread that we are showing forth 
the Lord’s death until He comes again. 
So even that points to a better day when 
the Lord shall reign. Oh, thank God, 
thank God, thank God! (See John 13: 
4-17; 1 Cor. 11: 23-34; 1 Tim. 5:9, 
10.) We are often tired and weary and 
footsore in this world as we travel on our 
pilgrimage. In olden times it was a com- 
mon custom for people to wash one an- 
other’s feet, and especially after one has 
been walking and grown tired, washing 
the feet helps to refresh and rest the en- 
tire body; so now we have a command- 
ment from the Lord and an example to 
wash one another’s feet. Jesus told Peter 
that he did not know what He did when 
He washed his feet, but He said that he 
should know later. I believe that after 
Pentecost Peter knew the reason for it. 
Feet washing serves to humble people, 
and it also points to the thousand years’ 
reign, to the time when all tears and sor- 
row and fatigue will be forever moved 
and we will run and not be weary and 
walk and not faint. 


Tithing and giving are New Testa- 
ment teachings. The Church of God 
teaches both. Tithing was instituted 430 
years before the Law was given. It was 
part of the covenant or contract between 
God and Abraham. God told Abraham 
that He would make him a great nation, 
and that through him all nations of the 
earth should be blest; and Abraham told 
God that he would PAY HIS TITHES 
or the tenth part of his income. Jacob 
was one of Abraham’s grandsons, and to 
prove that tithing was handed down 
from father to son, and practiced as a 
duty, Jacob promised to pay his tithes 
when he saw the vision of the ladder, if 
God would keep him in peace. The Law 
came along and confirmed tithing be- 
cause they could not find a better plan 
than the one God had given. Man cannot 
improve on God’s plan today. Jesus said, 
“You ought to pay tithes.” Paul said the 
Abrahamic covenant, which was 430 
years before the Law, could not be an- 
nuled, changed or made of none effect 
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by the Law. Wherefore then serveth 
the Law? It was added because of trans- 
gression till the SEED should come to 
whom the promise was made. Since the 
Seed has come to whom the promise was 
made, we are now living by faith like 
Abraham did; we are looking for a build- 
ing not made with hands like he did, and 
we are paying our tithes like he did. Are 
you a faithful child of Abraham? If ye 
be Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s seed, 
and heirs according to the promise. Gen. 
14:17-21; Heb. 7:1-10; Gen. 28:19-22; 
Matt. 23:23; Gal. 3:13-29. 

Restitution means to place back that 
that has been taken away. The Bible and 
Church of God teaches this as a neces- 
sary step to pure and undefiled religion. 
Matt. 3:9; Luke 19:8, 9. 

The Church teaches that Christ will 
come before the millennium begins, and 
will resurrect the dead saints and catch 
away the living to Himself in the air, 
and while they are in the heavens Anti- 
christ will reign on earth. They will be 
in the heavens about seven years. After 
the tribulation (reign of Antichrist) Je- 
sus and the raptured saints will return to 
earth and establish the millennial king- 
dom. Matt. 24:27, 28; 1 Cor. 15:52; 1 
Thess. 4:15-17; Rev. 19:7-9; Zech. 14: 
4; 1 Thess. 4:14; 2 Thess. 1:7-10; Jude 
1:14, 15; Rev. 5:10; 19:11-21; 20:4-6. 

The Church teaches that when Jesus 
comes two will be in the bed, one shall be 
taken the other shall be left, two shall be 
at the mill, one shall be taken the other 
shall be left. One goes to heaven with 
Jesus, thus escaping the tribulation, the 
other is left to undergo the horrors of the 
reign of the Antichrist. Those going with 
Christ and those who are killed during 
the tribulation will constitute the first 
resurrection. The general resurrection 
will take place at the close of the thou- 
sand years’ reign of holiness, at which 
time all the dead both small and great 
will come forth and be judged according 
to their chance and ability and works. 
John 5:28, 29; Acts 24:15; Rev. 20:5, 
6; Luke 12:41-48. 

The immortality of the soul is a Bible 
fact, and that alone makes eternal life 
for the righteous and eternal death for 
the sinners indispensable. Matt. 25:41- 
46; Luke 18:30; John 10:28; Rom. 6:22; 
1 John 5:11-13; Mark 3:29; 2 Thess. 
1:8-9; Rev. 20:10-15; 21:8. 

The Church is opposed to its members 
using strong drinks, tobaccos or habit- 
forming drugs of any kind. The temple 
of God is holy which temple ye are. 
Prov. 20:1; 20:29-32; Isa. 28:7; 1 Cor. 
5:11; 6:10; Gal. 5:21; Isa. 52:2; 1 Cor. 
10:31, 32; 2 Cor. 7:1; Eph. 5:3-8; James 
1:21. 

The Church does not teach against 
(nor does the Bible) the eating of such 
meats as are commonly used for food. 
Rom. 14:2, 3, 17; 1 Cor. 8:8; 1 Tim. 4: 
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1-5. 

The Sabbath is a type and shadow of 
the thousand years’ reign of righteous- 
ness. The Lord made the heavens and 
earth in six days then He rested the sev- 
enth, six thousand years of time from the 
fall of Adam to the beginning of the mil- 
lennium, then the seventh thousand years 
is the millennium. A day with the Lord 
is as a thousand years and a thousand 
years as a day. We worship on the first 
day of the week because it is a custom 
and because the Lord arose from the 
grave on that day, and because the early 
Church met on that day and worshipped 
and paid their tithes. Hosea 2:11; Rom. 
14:5, 6; Col. 2:16, 17; Rom. 13:1, 2. 


The Bible teaches that Christians 
should not wear jewelry for ornaments. 
We should not adorn the outward man, 
but we should keep the soul dressed up 
in a robe of righteousness and adorned 
with a meek and quiet spirit. 1 Tim. 2: 
9; 1 Peter 3:3. 


Secret orders most always have some 
good teachings and requirements, and 
they very often do much good, but they 
also fellowship sinners, and that a Chris- 
tian cannot afford to do. They also re- 
quire their members to take an oath 
(there are exceptions to the rule) and for 
those reasons the Church of God cannot 
allow its members to belong to anything 
but the Church of God. The Bible 
teaches that you should not swear at all. 
John 18:20; 2 Cor. 6:14-17; Matt. 5: 
34; James 5:12. - 


Thou shalt not kill; He that kills with 
the sword shall be killed with the sword. 
These are Bible teachings, therefore the 
Church of God is against its members 
going to war in combatant service. If 
you have to go, go in some service that 
does not involve the actual shooting of 
your fellowmen. Rom. 12:19; Matt. 5: 
38-48; Matt. 18:10, 11. 


I have given you the Teachings of the 
Church of God. You may search the 
world over but you can’t find anything 
that comes any nearer the whole Bible 
than these. There may be other teachings 
that God has not revealed yet, but when 
they are made known to the human race 
the Church of God will immediately 
adopt them. We stand for the whole 
Bible rightly divided.
